Realizing  that  despite  the  presence  of  extra- 
curricular activities  and  social  events,  the  purpose 
of  the  school  remains  primarily  education,  Ripple 
pupils  create  an  academic  atmosphere  emanating 
from  the  school. 

A  well-rounded  education  for  everyone  is  the  key- 
stone of  Broad  Ripple's  academic  policy.  Although 
ranked  as  one  of  the  nation's  best  college  prepara- 
tory schools,  Ripple  strives  to  educate  also  those 
who  end  their  education  with  high  school  graduation. 
Pupils  choose  from  three  diploma  plans  depending 
upon  their  abilities  and  plans  for  the  future:  academic, 
fine  and  practical  arts,  and  general.  Each  course  of 
study,  while  allowing  some  freedom  of  course  selec- 
tion within  the  1  1  individual  departments,  never- 
theless requires  a  general  knowledge  in  all  areas 
for  graduation. 

For  some  come  tangible  rewards  in  the  form  of 
honors  and  scholarship  grants.  But  for  all  come  the 
knowledge  and  satisfaction  of  having  received  a 
sturdy,  general  education  which  will  serve  them  well 
in  whatever  they  do  in   the  future.

The  flowing  current  of  French,  the  gutteral  quality 
of  German,  the  thick  roll  of  Spanish,  and  the  clipped 
familiarity  of  English  provide  a  part  of  the  many- 
textured    background    of    the    language    departments. 

Following  the  changing  trends  in  language  learning, 
much  of  the  Foreign  Language  Department  has  adopt- 
ed the  conversational  approach.  Although  Latin  re- 
mains primarily  translation,  new  French  texts  for  the 
first  two  years  present  dialogues  which  students  mem- 
orize. German  and  Spanish  texts  being  used  for  the 
first  time  also  introduce  the  conversational  technique 
and  de-emphasize  grammar.  Only  after  learn- 
ing to  speak  the  tongue  fairly  well  does  the  pupil 
actually  translate  texts.  Finally,  after  he  has  mastered 
the  ability  to  speak  his  language,  he  studies  the 
grammar    principles. 

English  pupils  necessarily  approach  their  studies 
from  a  different  angle.  Although  they  have  already 
learned  to  speak  the  language,  pupils  must  constantly 
increase  their  vocabularies.  Therefore,  English  I -VI 
stress,  among  other  things,  vocabulary  improvement. 
These  six  semesters  required  for  graduation,  include 
instruction  in  theme  writing,  literary  appreciation, 
and  grammar.  Courses  in  publications,  Speech,  and 
advanced  literature  and  composition  enab'e  pupils  to 
enrich    their    knowledge    of    their    language.

By  illustrating  actions  and  consequent  reactions  of 
past  civilizations,  histories  of  the  world  and  of  the 
United  States  record  a  timeline  of  events  and  prepare 
the  pupils  to  cope  with  similar  conditions  when  in 
the  future  they  themselves  help  to  pattern  history. 
Tying  this  past  with  the  modern  world,  International 
Relations  explains  the  organization  of  foreign  govern- 
ments, and  geography  reveals  the  influence  of  en- 
vironment  on   occurrences   and    situations    in    history.

Amoeba  and  analytics,  binomials  and  balances,  and 
chemicals  and  calculations  comprise  the  ABC's  of 
Ripple's  Math  and  Science  Departments.  Courses  from 
general  mathematics  to  Calculus  and  from  physical 
science  to  physics  complete  Ripple's  scientific  curri- 
culum. 

Five  years  of  science  offerings  provide  Ripplites 
an  opportunity  to  study  their  specific  interest  in  this 
varied  field.  Physical  science  students  gain  a  general 
knowledge  of  our  earth  while  beginning  and  advanced 
biologists,  pupils  of  the  "science  of  life,"  examine 
first  plants — from  bacteria  to  seed  plants,  then 
animals — from  the  simple  amoeba  to  the  complex 
mammal,  and  finally  the  mysteries  of  human  life. 
Chemistry  pupils  analyze  matter  and  the  changes  in 
identity  which  it  undergoes,  while  future  physicists 
learn    the    basic    laws    under   which    nature   operates. 

Mathematics,  the  "language  of  science,"  provides 
a  basis  for  measurement,  calculations,  and  quantita- 
tive study  of  science.  In  addition  to  general  mathe- 
matics and  the  required  courses  in  algebra  and  geo- 
metry, Ripple's  Math  Department  includes  advanced 
courses  such  as  Trigonometry,  Solid  Geometry,  Ana- 
lytical Geometry,  College  Algebra,  and  Calculus.

Girls  enrolled  in  one  of  the  many  home  economics 
courses  develop  their  skills  in  modern  living.  Instruc- 
tion in  nutrition,  Foods  l-IV,  nursing,  family  living, 
and  Clothing  l-IV  prepares  a  girl  for  a  career  as  a 
seamstress,    designer,    cook,   or   homemaker. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  offers  similar  prep- 
aration for  the  futures  of  Ripple  boys.  In  mechan- 
ical drawing,  pupils  learn  the  fundamentals  of  build- 
ing construction  and  may  go  on  to  careers  in  archi- 
tecture or  engineering.  Also  offered  are  wood  shop, 
which  provides  the  basis  for  a  career  in  carpentry, 
and  metal  shop,  a  preparation  for  work  in  machinery. 

The  Business  Education  Department  introduces  a 
basic  understanding  of  the  adult  world  of  office  work 
and  buying,  selling,  and  producing.  Preparing  pupils 
for  secretarial  careers  and  helping  them  in  high 
school  and  college  financing  and  study  are  practical 
courses  such  as  typing  and  shorthand.  General  busi- 
ness, business  law,  business  arithmetic,  and  mer- 
chandising train  pupils  specifically  for  these  careers.

Pupils  study  the  structure  and  functions  of 
the  human  body,  learning  the  best  methods  to  keep 
physically  and  mentally  fit.  By  providing  a  daily  period 
of  exercise  and  sports  competition,  physical  education 
develops    co-ordination    and    general    health. 

ROTC,  the  Reserve  Officer  Training  Corps,  prepares 
boys  for  future  service  in  the  armed  forces.  Team 
competition  in  marksmanship  and  "knock-out"  drills, 
instruction  in  the  use  of  weapons  and  military  organ- 
ization, and  stress  on  discipline  and  neatness  develop 
leadership  and   ability   in    ROTC   pupils.

Perseverance,     hours     of     practice,     and     both     desire    and    ability 
to     learn     are     essential     to     Dick     Olson     in     his     trumpet     study. 


From  the  brush  of  the  artist,  the  pen  of  the  com- 
poser, and  the  throat  of  the  vocalist  flow  design, 
symphony,  and  melody,  the  products  of  Ripple's  fine 
arts  departments.  Both  classroom  instruction  and 
actual    performance    in   art   and    music   are   available. 

Pupils  interested  in  color,  design,  and  handcrafts 
find  varied  opportunities  for  self-expression  in  the 
Art  Department.  Applied  experience  in  sketching, 
painting,  and  sculpturing  in  Art  I  -  IV  develops  a  basic 
appreciation  of  color  contrast,  artistic  balance,  and 
technique.  This  course  and  those  in  craft  art,  jewelry, 
and  commercial  art  develop  natural  talent  and  interest 
of  the  pupil  to  create  real  ability  and  cultural  tastes.

Young  Broad  Ripple  gridsters  find  wins  scarce,

Plagued  by  injuries  and  inexperience,  Broad  Ripple's 
football  Rockets  suffered  one  of  their  rockiest  sea- 
sons  in   recent  years. 

The  Rockets  started  and  ended  the  season  on 
winning  notes,  but  the  road  between  was  very  rough. 
With  only  six  seniors  on  the  line-up,  Ripple  opened 
the  season  against  the  new  Northwest  on  September 
6.  Mike  Perry's  205  yards  through  the  air  helped  the 
Rockets  swamp  the  Space  Pioneers  in  their  first  var- 
sity   competition,    46-13. 

Hoping  they  weren't  really  "a  year  away,"  Ripple 
faced  strong  Tech.  The  gridmen  held  off  the  Green 
wave  for  three  quarters,  but  three  last-quarter  Titan 
TD's  gave  Tech  a  33-6  triumph.  Top  Ripple  half- 
back   Bill    Holton    was    hurt    early    in    the    game. 

Still  hampered  by  injuries,  Coach  Bob  Brown's 
team  fell  at  the  hands  of  powerful  Scecina,  September 
20.  The  Crusaders  were  never  headed,  drubbing  the 
Rockets,  38-7.  The  next  week,  the  Rocket  defense 
could  not  cope  with  North  Central's  Panthers  who 
rolled  up  260  yards  on  the  ground.  An  intercepted 
Ripple  pass  in  the  first  quarter  set  up  the  initial 
Panther  score.  The  score  stood  25-0  before  Ron 
Hansen  tallied  for  Ripple,  after  a  North  Central 
fumble,   to  bring  the   final   mark  to  25-6. 

In  his  first  varsity  game  as  quarterback,  Rick  Lee 
completed  8  of  1 2  passes  to  lead  a  fired-up  Ripple 
squad  to  a  20-0  Homecoming  victory  over  Howe.  The 
Rockets,  who  have  won  8  of  their  last  10  Homecoming 


battles,  scored  on  a  Lee  pass,  a  six-yard  plunge  by 
Kenny  Castor,  and  a  three-yard  play  by  Perry. 

Traveling  to  Washington  for  the  Continentals' 
Homecoming,  Ripple  completely  dominated  the  game 
for  three  quarters  and  led  19-6  with  only  six  minutes 
left.  But  an  alert  Washington  offense  and  a  series 
of  Ripple  mistakes  brought  about  a  27-19  Continent- 
al win.  On  October  18,  the  Manual  eleven  stopped 
the  Orange  and  Black,  13-7,  at  the  north-side  "dust- 
bowl."  Ripple's  score  came  on  a  fourth-quarter  55- 
yard  pass  from   Perry  to  Carter  Jackson. 

City  champ  Cathedral's  superior  man-power  was 
evident  as  the  Irish  ran  over,  around,  and  through 
the  Ripple  defense  for  a  54-6  victory.  However, 
Ripple  was  only  the  second  team  to  score  on  the 
Irish  during  the  season.  Two  first-half  touchdowns 
proved  to  be  the  difference  as  arch-rival  Shortridge 
rolled  over  Ripple,  34-21.  Tony  Castor,  in  his  best 
game  of  the  year,  scored  once;  and  Lee  passed  for  the 
other    two    Ripple    six    pointers. 

With  eight  starting  players  hurt  through  the  season, 
the  Rockets  hosted  Arlington  for  the  first  time  and 
won  the  season  finale  by  a  14-0  score.  A  plunge 
by  Kent  Shookman  and  a  last-minute  sixty-yard  run 
by  Lee  gave  Ripple  its  two  scores. 

Dave  Burris  was  named  the  first  recipient  of  the 
John  Lyman  award  given  to  the  senior  lineman  ex- 
hibiting the  integrity  and  fortitude  of  the  late  Lt.

Rockets  anticipate  bright  future  in  cross  country

Despite  a  sub-par  season,  the  future  looks  bright 
for  Broad  Ripple's  cross  country  squad  with  8  of 
the  top  10  runners  returning  next  year.  Junior  Mike 
Aurs  turned  in  the  year's  top  time  of  10:51  and 
classmate  Richard  Furlow  was  close  behind  with  a 
10:53  for  the  two  miles.  Sophomore  Don  Carnahan 
also    ran    under    1  1     minutes. 

The  harriers  started  the  season  by  placing  second 
in  a  triangular  meet  with  Carmel  and  Zionsville. 
Three  days  later,  in  a  three-way  meet  with  North 
Central  and  Manual,  the  Rocket  thinclads  got  a  taste 
of  rough  going  as  North  Central  placed  10  men  under 
1  1  minutes  and  Manual's  Harold  Brown  won  in 
10:10.  Aurs  demonstrated  his  potential  by  being  the 
first  Rocket  runner  of  the  season  under   1  1    minutes. 

After  falling  to  Southport,  the  Rockets  finished 
twelfth  in  the  Washington  Invitational.  Bouncing 
back,  Ripple  trounced  Chatard  and  Scecina.  The  Lee- 
men  hosted  the  Broad  Ripple  Invitational  on  Septem- 
ber 27  and  ended  up  fifth  out  of  eight.  Ripple  then 
traveled  to  the  Howe  Invitational,  capturing  seventh 
place  in  a  field  of  12.  Two  days  la'.er  Cathedral  ran 
over  Ripple  as  Steve  Bond,  the  first  Rocket  across 
the  finish   line,   placed   ninth. 

At  the  City  Meet  at  South  Grove  the  Rockets,  led 
by  Aurs'  time  of  10:57,  finished  twelfth.  At  the 
Shortridge  Invitational,  Furlow  posted  his  season's 
best  time  of  10:53  for  ninety-second  place  out  of 
800   and   the    Rockets   finished   twenty-first    in    their 


division.  The  final  event  for  the  hill-and-dalers  was 
the  October  18  Sectional  Meet  where  Aurs  posted 
his  top  season  mark  for  fifty-ninth  place.  Close  be- 
hind was  Furlow  with  a  time  of  10:57.  Jim  Cooney, 
Stan  Johnson,  and  Ron  Elrod  filled  out  the  top  five 
for  the  Rockets  who  wound  up  fifteenth  out  of  21.

Despite  having  only  one  senior,  Coach  Gene  Ring's 
Ripple  Rockets  fought  to  an  11-12  season  mark  in- 
cluding two  Sectional  wins.  A  tough  schedule — play- 
ing 14  out  of  20  games  on  the  road  with  an  inex- 
perienced team — cost  the  Rockets  the  few  games 
needed    for   a    winning   season. 

The  Rockets  kicked  off  their  regular  season  by 
splitting  four  road  games.  The  two  victories  came 
in  overtime  over  Lawrence  Central  and  Carmel,  65- 
63  and  70-66,  respectively.  Losses  were  to  Decatur 
Central,  85-78,  and  Ben  Davis,  85-75.  Senior  Jim 
Tucker,  "Mr.  Inside,"  and  Alan  Cohen,  "Mr.  Outside," 
paced  scoring  in  all  but  the  Lawrence  game,  in  which 
Mike  Perry  had  a  season's  high  of  23. 

At  home  the  Rockets  proved  to  be  tough.  In  their 
first  clashes  they  downed  Sacred  Heart,  69-68,  and 
Crawfordsville,  80-70.  Big  leads  were  blown  in  both 
games  as  the  Rockets  found  it  difficult  to  cope  with 
pressing  defenses.  Coupled  with  the  Carmel  game, 
these  victories  made  for  a  modest  winning  skein  of 
three,  the  longest  of  the  season.  It  was  snapped  by 
Howe's  eventual  Indianapolis  Regional  champs,  83-72, 
as  the  Hornet  front  line  shot  24-24  at  the  foul  line. 
The  next  night  the  Rockets  used  ball-control  tactics 
and  a  tenacious  defense  to  win  against  Scecina,  57-39.

In  the  City  Tourney  the  Rockets  hit  their  highest 
point  total  and  winning  margin  in  trouncing  Chatard, 
92-38.  The  next  night,  however,  Shortridge  cooled 
the  Rockets'  offense  and  won  a  squeeker,  47-46. 
Ripple  led  almost  the  entire  game  but  turned  cold 
at  the  most  crucial  stage. 

Arlington  spoiled  the  Rockets'  perfect  record  in 
overtime  clashes,  winning,  75-73.  The  following 
night,  however,  Ripple  played  its  best  game  all  year, 
upsetting  heavily-favored  Cathedral,  81-63.  The 
Rockets  hit  an  unbelievable  .714  percent  from  the 
field  on  30  of  42  shots  against  the  Irish.  Cohen  was 
perfect  with  9  for  9  from  the  field  and  6  for  6  at 
the  foul  line.  Lee  had  1 2  for  16  from  the  field  and 
2  for  2  at  the  charity  stripe. 

The  Rockets  played  good  ball  for  the  remainder 
of  the  season  although  they  won  only  once  again, 
80-65,    over    North   Central. 

Washington  and  Tech,  each  rated  in  the  state's 
top  ten,  beat  the  Rockets,  71-54  and  93-71,  respec- 
tively. Washington  featured  a  tough  press  and  balanc- 
ed   scoring,    whereas   Tech    featured    Mackie    Johnson 


whose  30  points  killed  the  Rockets'  chances.  The 
other  losses  came  to  Shortridge,  71-50;  Noblesville, 
101-81,  and  Greencastle,  83-73,  in  a  game  much 
closer    than    the    final    score   would    indicate. 

In  the  Sectional,  the  Rockets  downed  Chatard. 
71-38,  and  went  on  to  avenge  themselves  against 
arch-rival  Shortridge,  56-49.  Next  they  extended 
eventual  Sectional  champ  Tech.  losing  by  a  scant 
nine  points,  72-63. 

Tucker,  who  led  scoring  and  rebounding  this  year, 
was    chosen    for    the    All-Sectional    team. 

Although  the  loss  of  Tucker  will  hurt,  the  Rockets 
should  be  a  top  contender  next  year.  Cohen  and  Lee 
are  fine  outside  shooters  and  floor  leaders,  while 
Hull,  at  6'5",  the  only  tall  man,  has  a  real  scoring 
touch  from  the  corners  and  underneath.  The  other 
men  who  figure  to  see  action  are  Perr\.  Ron  Short. 
and    Fred   Tucker. 

The  reserve  cagers,  coached  b\  Bob  Brown,  took 
rheir  lumps,  finishing  4-15.  Victories  were  o\er  Tech. 
North  Central,  Crawfordsville.  and  Lawrence  Central. 
Bob    Pegg    led    reserve   scoring.

In  the  127-pound 
class,  Denny  Phegley  took  third  place  and  Dan  Miller 
and  Gary  Olin  placed  fourth  in  the  165-  and  180- 
pound  classes,   respectively. 

In  rhe  Sectional  Tournament,  Sutton  again  "show- 
ed his  stuff"  by  downing  all  opponents  to  take  the 
crown.  Sutton  went  on  to  take  the  Regional  champ- 
ionship and  place  fourth  in  the  State.

Completing  the  finest  season  on  record,  the  1963 
tennis  squad,  coached  by  Mr.  Robert  Hougham,  pro- 
duced three  individual  champions  to  capture  a  long- 
awaited  city  crown.  It  marked  the  first  time  Broad 
Ripple  had  won  the  championship.  Added  to  the 
team's  city  laurels  were  impressive  records  of  10-1 
in    city    competition    and    13-1     overall. 

Don  Cleveland,  Stan  Cleveland,  and  Dave  Schu- 
macher led  the  varsity  in  the  City  Tournament,  each 
powering  his  way  past  four  opponents  to  win  his 
respective  division.  After  varsity  racketmen  Don  Berns 
and  Roger  Chaff  in  were  eliminated  after  two  rounds, 
number  one  man  Stan  Cleveland  defeated  his  op- 
ponent from  Shortridge  and  Schumacher  and  Don 
Cleveland  mastered  Sacred  Heart  and  Manual  rivals, 
respectively,    to    gain    top    individual    honors. 

The  second  doubles  team  of  Berns  and  Don  Cleve- 
land dropped  their  semi-final  match  while  Schu- 
macher and  Stan  Cleveland  lost  to  Shortridge  in  the 
finals  of  their  division.

Anderson's  Indians  proved  too  much  for  the  Rock- 
ets, handing  them  their  first  defeat,  6-1.  Larry  Hall 
pitched  in  the  losing  cause. 

Determined  to  stay  above  .500,  the  Bairdmen  down- 
ed championship-bound  Howe,  8-1,  taking  the  lead 
with  two  unearned  runs  in  the  first  inning.  Holle 
smacked   a   homer   and   pitched   the   team   to   victory. 

Behind  3-2  against  Lawrence  Central,  the  diamond- 
men  fought  back  for  two  runs  in  the  fifth  inning  to 
squeeze  out  the  victory,  4-3.  Center  fielder  Gary 
Golden  saved  the  game  for  the  Rockets  as  he  speared 
a  long  fly  ball  late  in  the  game. 

The  Blue  Devils  of  Shortridge  proved  no  match  for 
Ripple,  as  the  game  was  halted  after  five  innings 
with  the  scoreboard  reading  18-0.  A  ten-run  fifth 
inning  and  a  home  run  by  shortstop  Klein  helped 
the   Rockets  defeat  their  north-side  rival. 


Holle  and  Hall  combined  efforts  to  hold  Warren 
Central  to  one  hit  as  Ripple  smashed  the  Warriors, 
10-1.  The  Warriors'  only  run  came  by  way  of  a 
throwing  error.  Big  guns  for  Ripple  were  Hall  with 
a  triple  and  Klein  with  two  home  runs.  The  victory 
set  Ripple's  record  at  3-0  in  city  competition  and 
6-1  overall.  However,  Rocket  catcher  Jim  Williamson 
dislocated  several  bones  in  his  foot,  forcing  him 
to  miss  the  remainder  of  the  season.  At  the  time 
of  the  accident  he  was  hitting  .440. 

The  Rockets  dropped  three  of  their  next  four 
games,  starting  with  a  4-3  loss  to  Tech.  Washington's 
Continentals  administered  the  next  defeat  in  another 
close  contest,  2-1.  Hall  pitched  the  tightly  contested 
ball  game.  Ripple  then  traveled  to  Arlington,  break- 
ing their  losing  streak  with  a  5-1  victory  over  the 
Golden    Knights.    Holle    was    the    winning    pitcher. 

Nearly  everything  went  wrong  for  the  Rockets  as 
Cathedral  caught  Ripple  in  their  worst  game  of  the 
season.  Seven  errors  committed  by  Ripplites  contri- 
buted   to    the    8-0    Irish    victory. 

Since  games  with  Scecina,  Manual,  North  Central, 
and  Wood  were  rained  out,  the  Rockets  ended  the 
season  with  a  7-4  mark.

Individual  triumphs  mark

Highlighting  the  1963  season  for  Coach  Robert  R. 
Ludlow's  track  team  was  the  qualification  of  Brandt 
Downey  and  Bill  Chrissinger  for  the  Regional.  The 
Rockets  compiled  a  2-3  dual  meet  record,  finished 
fourth  at  the  Broad  Ripple  Invitational,  ninth  in 
the  City  Meet,  and  eleventh  in  the  Sectional.  Although 
there  were  12  returning  lettermen,  only  8  were  able 
to    compete    all    year. 

Mike  Ryan  turned  out  to  be  one  of  the  best  milers 
in  the  county,  finishing  fifth  in  the  City  Meet  and 
fourth  in  the  Sectional.  He  gradually  lowered  his 
time  to  less  than  4:38.  Don  Siegel  proved  to  be  a 
capable  running  mate  with  a  best  time  of  under 
4:45.  Jon  Hughes  and  Dave  Lyman  gave  Broad  Ripple 
a  strong  pair  of  half-milers,  both  below  2:10  for 
the  season.  Tom  Burch  consistently  placed  in  the 
high  hurdles  and  Steve  Scott  and  Tobe  Stone  packed 
a   1-2  wallop  in  the  lows. 

Bruce  Simon  was  among  the  top  three  dashers  in 
the  state  at  the  start  of  the  year  with  a  clocking 
of  23.0  in  the  220-yard  dash.  However,  a  pulled 
muscle  in  the  Cathedral  meet  forced  him  out  of 
contention  for  the  remainder  of  the  schedule.  John 
Rominger  recorded  one  of  Ripple's  best  100-yard  dash 
times   in  the  past  few  years  with  a    10.4.

nine-tenths  of  a  second  over  the  school  record,  his 
best  time  being  51.7.  He  finished  third  in  the  City 
and  the  Sectional,  and  fifth  in  the  Regional. 

Coach  Milton  Hiatt  guided  the  field  events  men. 
Chrissinger  set  a  new  school  high  jump  record  of 
6'  2  3/4"  in  the  City  but  had  to  settle  for  second  place 
because  of  more  misses  than  his  opponent.  He  placed 
second  in  the  Sectional,  fifth  in  the  Regional,  and 
was  undefeated  in  dual  meet  competition. 

Simon,  Dave  Burris,  and  John  Kratz  led  the  shot- 
putters.  In  the  broad  jump,  Claude  Ford  and  Tom 
Corson  consistently  placed  high,  as  did  Jerry  Holman 
and  Steve  Pratt  in  the  pole  vault. 

The  Rockets  opened  the  season  with  an  89  1/2- 
19  1,2  clobbering  of  Pike.  Ripple  captured  10  first 
place  awards,  losing  only  in  the  high  hurdles  and 
the  100-yard  dash.  Hughes  led  a  slam  in  the  880 
and  Simon  was  a  double  winner  with  firsts  in  the 
220  and  the  shotput.  Weakened  by  the  absence  of 
some  team  members  during  the  spring  vacation,  the 
Rockets   dropped   a    76-32  1    4   decision    to   Howe. 

Tech's  seemingly  bottomless  depth  caused  the 
Rockets'  downfall  on  April  18.  Chrissinger,  Downey, 
Simon,  and  the  two  relay  teams  accounted  for  Rip- 
ple's blue  ribbons.  Despite  the  loss  of  Simon,  the 
Rockets      romped     over     Cathedral,      59  2/3-49  1/3.

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A  year  to  remember 

Tragedy  within  national,  local,  and  yearbook  cir- 
cles temporarily  halted  work  several  times  on  the 
1964  Riparian  yearbook.  On  November  22,  staffers 
dropped  all  work  despite  approaching  deadlines  and 
assembled  around  the  radio  to  listen,  disbelieving, 
to  reports  of  the  tragic  assassination  of  President 
John  F.  Kennedy.  On  the  local  level,  several  Riparian 
staffers  rushed  to  help  clear  crowds  and  comfort 
the  injured  in  the  Coliseum  explosion,  which  claimed 
over  70  lives,  including  those  of  friends  and  relatives 
of  Ripplites.  Even  closer  to  all  concerned  with  the 
working  end  of  the  yearbook  was  the  death   of   Mr. 


Richard  Brier,  representative  for  Associates  Engraving 
and  Benton  Review  Publishing  Companies.  In  his  10- 
year  association  with  the  Riparian,  Mr.  Brier  had 
become    an    irreplaceable    part    of    its    production. 

Stepping  in  to  help  out  where  Mr.  Brier  had  as- 
sumed duty  before,  Randy  Singer,  former  Ripplite, 
accepted  the  task  of  taking,  developing,  and  printing 
opening  and  academic  section  pictures,  as  well  as 
others  throughout  the  book.  Special  thanks  also  go 
to  Mr.  David  McConnell  of  Benton  Review  and  Mr.
